RELEASED AFTER ATTACK.ON BANDI 
BY SOLDIERS. | 


HOW HE KEPT HIS DIARY INTACT. ~ 


Confined in Small Cave. With Arms Bound. 


Mr. H.C. Rowson, of the British- 
American Tobacco Company, 
~ Hongkong steff, who was cap- 
tured by Chinese.bandits near 
Noli, on April 22ad last, retura- 
ed. to Hongkong this motning 
none. the worse for his exciting 
experience. He was rescued on 
May 9:b by a party’ of soldiers 
who rushed the village where the 
bandits were rasting, thesesoldiers 
’ Raving being sent ont by the 
Chiaese General in change of tha 
district. Mr. Rowson travelled 
here on the s.3.-Taikwa Meru 
from Pakhoi. with him being Me. 
K. 8. Aumuller, assistant civis- 
ional manager, BALT., and Mr. 
‘S. M. Mayes, the territory man- 
ager. The latter went down to 
Pekboi some days a.o, and was 
the first to meet Mr. Rowson 
. after his release from captivity. 
The Taikwa Maru came to 
anchor shortly before eleven 
o'clock, but the B.a.T. party bad 
already left by taunch, and Mr. 
Rowson paid « short visit to the 
Company's offices before leaving 
for a rest and refreshment. ‘ 
The atory of Mr. Rowson’s ex- 
Perisnces, as told to a represeent- 
afive of the Telegraph, reads like s 
vbapter out of w thrilliag book of 
adventure. 


Surprised In Wayside Teashop.. 
As already reported by us, Mr. 
Rowaon and his party—an inter- 
preter, Chinese salesman, the 
salesman’s wife, and barrow 
coolies—were resting in a way- 
side teashop some aizx miles 
beyond the small market town of 
Ng Lee, between Limchow City 
and Ling. Shan, on tho. trade 
route towards the Kwangsi 
border, whon they wera suddenly 
surrounded by bandits. It was 
“the morning of Sanday, April 
2ind, and everything seemed 
Peaceful and quiet. Though the 
region is one that for a long time 
has been, much disorganised 
by bandit activities, no for- 
eigaers hed ever been molested, 
“aod Mr. Rowson bad no ap- 
prehensions whatever about being 
attacked. In ‘fact, European 
missionaries frequently travel 
about the region in perfect safety, 
and as Iate as May 8th last, a 
Freach Father crossed. the very 
same territory unharmed. 

While the party werd quietly 
sitting In the teavhop sipping re- 
freshment, six Chinese walked in. 
The men were. armed’ with 
antiquated-looking rifles, but pre- 
sented the typical aspect cf des- 
peradoes.. It is interesting to note 
that they carried their weapons 
across the backs of their necks, 
-with both arms raised, and bad 

| Mr..Rowson been armed he could 

. probably have accounted for them 
~ all before they could have levelled 
their weapons at the party. The 
men suddenly called upon the 
B.A.T. group to. surrender, and 
proceeded to make them captive, 
Ten. more bandits presently’ -ar- 
rived, and the victims of the 
outrage were marched away to « 
nearby village. There they were 

- ‘taken toa house which was ap- 
~., parently the freebooters' head- 
" quarters, for here there was 's 
large ‘gathering, including a 
number of women. ‘ 


Bound Round Neck and Arms.

That same night the march was 
resumed, and after a while the 
bandits and their captives arrived 
ata wilder part of the couctry, 
where a halt was called. 
Confined Six Days in a Cave. 

Mr.“Rowson was pusbel into s 
small cave, almost like a tunnel, 
in the hillside, measuring about 
six feet by twenty feet, but with 
a.roof so low that .be could not 
stand upright. He was given his 
camp bed and mosquito net, bat 
owing to the low,roof was urable 
to put up the net. In this cave 
ho was forced to remain for six 
days and'six nights. On the first 
day he. was given biscuits to eat 
and milk to drink, which was 
taken from his own store of 
provisions, and after that the 
bandits fed bim on pork and rice 
which they provided. The sales. 
man’s wife dil a great deal 
towards seeing that the captive 
had ‘such comforts as it was 
possible to arrange for. 

On the third day, April 25th, 
this woman was released by the 
bandits, but her husband, the 
salesman, was detained, acd 
remained a captive with Mr. 
Rowaon up to the end. The 
woman was sent down to Pakhoi, 
being guided on her journay, 
carryiog two letters, both sddrese- 
ed to Mr. Mayes, from Mr. 
Rowson. One was written atthe 
inatigation of the bandits, and 
reqaested prompt payment of tha 
transom, whilst the other was a 
personal! letter. 

On the, seventh night, Mr’ 
Rowson was taken out of tho 
cave, and he and the salesmay 
were marched in a north- 
westerly direction for a distance 
of roughly twenty-five miles, then 
the whole party rested at a farm- 
stead. The following night they 
started on another trek, and by 
now Mr. Rowson estimates they 
bad arrived almoston the K wangsi 
border, north-west of Ling Shan. 

From time to time, when they 
found the ransom wag not arriy 
ing, the bandits made demonstra. 
tions, brandisbing koivea in front 
of Mr. Rowson’s faca, but other- 
wise he wag not iiltreated in any 
way. He was very careful of his 
health the whole time, eating 
spariogly and drinking ths tea 
that be was provided with when 
it was almost scalding hot. 


Released by Soldiers. 

Travelling thus in stages, and 
always by night, they apparently 
went round in a circle, and came 
back to the cave whare Mr. Row. 
son hed first been confiaed. On’ 
the night of May 8h. they wera 
restiog in a ruined village in this 
district, and at daylight the fol. 
lowing ‘morning thore was a 
sudden outburst of firing in the 
distance. Chinese troops had ar- 
rived. pe 

Mr. Rowson saw .a number of 
soldiers, appear on the skyline, 
and they rushed down, apparently 
taking the bandits completely by’ 
surprise, those who could flee 
doing so. The soldiers immedia- 
tely released the captives, and 
from then gnward: Mr. Roweon 
had the ‘very best of treatment,

Rowson was robbed by 
the desperadoes of al! he 
Possessed. including $150 in 
cash. . With an ironical sense 
of humour the bandits provided 
him with cigarettes out of hisown 
stock! On one occasion they leat 
him his razor. a 
Owing to his reteass by the 
soldiers, there has been no need 
to pay avy ransom to the frea- 
booters, who muat have found 
their raid on the B.A.T. party a 
soniewhat unprofitable one, 
The whole matter has, of course,

Survival of Isolated. 
Refugees. 


Far away feom the civilized 
world, in one of the remotest 
corners of China the Ili district 
of Sinkiang or the New Dominion, ! 
a group of several hundred Rus- 
sian refugees has for three years 
been struggling bard to keep body 
and soul together. [t is the 80 
called detacbment of Ataman 
Dootoff, which in March 1920, 
surrounded on three sides by 
superior Bolshevik..forces and 
having on the fourth the Djun- 
gerien Alatau mountains, escap. 
ed annibilation by crossing the 
mountains into Chinese Territory. 
After six weeks of camping in 
the open tke detachment, mem- 
bering about 600 in all, got per- 
mission from. the Chinese au- 
thorities to proceed to Suiting 
where they arrived oa the 2nd. 
of May.. The. majority of this 
group are netives of the Oreaburg, 
Gavernmant, mostly Caossocks, 
They were joined by about 500 
Orenburg "Cossacks of. General 
Annenkoff's forces who settled 
down at Mazar, about 6 kilome-" 
tres from the Russian frontier. 

At present the total number of 
these refugees at Suiting and 
Mazar is about 700, including 
somewhat over 40 women and 
children and about 30 invalids. j 
Oaly about 400 are quartered in 
barracks and Chinese houses, the | 
remainder live in dug-auts. 

Dootoff's detachment came ta 
China with nothing.but one mil- 
lion Roubles-sin depreciated Si- 
berian paper currency: and its 
situatios was thus most difficult 
from the very start. A clever 


‘men, Dootoff at once realized that 


their only chance was in keeping 
close together, maintaining abigh 
standard of discipline and behay- 
ing correctly. in their relations 
with the native population. Doo- 
toff was'e brave man and a good 
leader, ha was ,m-st popular 
among his men and beld in bizh 
esteem by all. Under his direc- 
tion the detachment from a milit- 
ary organization was transformed 
into a.co-operative associationand 
bas cootinued to exist a3 such 
until now. So strong was ‘his 
personal fofluence and ‘authority. 
that the spirit created by him still 
survives, notwithstanding his 
death through arsassination by s 
Bolehovik agent on January 26tb. 


STRUGGLE FOR EXISTENCE. © 

At present the Association is 
under the ‘supreme direction of 
A, Z. Tkatchoff, assisted by'P. P. 
Pappengut and A. V. Zavarshen- 
sky. The Association strives to 
fiod means for the maintainance 
of its members and in order to 
earn such means has established 
in Suiting, Mazar and Kureh & 
smithies, 3 shoe-making shops 
2 shops for makiog !félt boots, 2 j 


the lack ‘of capital for the inital 
expenses, they are only just able 
to compete with similar native 
industries. During the warm 
season some of the refugees find 
work as dajly labourers on aative 
farms at 10-15 cents Mex. per 
day; some even work on weeding 
tice fields in the long hot sammer 
days, knee-deep in roud, eaten by 
mosquitoes, hands and feet con- 
Btantly cut by the sharp grass. 
Periodically numbers of refugees 
are incapacitated from work by the 
Turkestan fever. Yet the reeults 
of all these superhuman efforts 
and exertions are not sufficient 
for ensuring even a modest stan- 
dard of human existence, and as 
« striking instance of the pre- 
vailing misery it may be men- 
tioned that quite a large number 
are unable to appear outside of 
their abodes otherwise than in 
turns owing to the absence of the 
Recessary dress for covering the 


ody. 

Without the support of the 
Chinese authorities who are 
helping « good deal by supplying. 
a daily ration of flourand some 
coal, the situation would have 
been absolutely impossible: it is 
most critical even at present tak- 
iog into account that the expend- 
iture for food, other than bread.” 
is tes*ricted to 134 cents per day 
per person, meacing a total daily 
expenditure of $10.50 only for the 
whole lot of 700, or $315 jn one 


{ month. 


The common fund of the As- 
Sociation is made up from the 
earnings of the. enterprises run 
by it, as well as from contribut- 
ious by the members who pay into 
the fund 15 per cent.of their person- 
al earniags. This fund ia used for. 
maintaining a medical ward, for 
buying medicines, for improving 
the food of the sick and other 
common needs. The Association 
runs its baxery and bath-house ; 
members occupied in the bakery 
get a wage of about $1.50 a 
month ‘from the common fund, 
attendants of the bath-house are 
also entitled to a small remunera- 
tion. . . 

DISTRESSING PLIGHT. « 

According to the Jatest reports 
the general situation of this 
colony of Russian refugees is 
most distressing. It would have 
been much worse if they did not 
stick 80 closely together, having 
everything in common. All are. 
equall} indira need of help, all 
aro exhausted by starvation, cold, 
sicknesses aod. moral sufferiogs. 
Bat the news they get from their 
wives, paraots gnd. children in 
Russie or brought by a few of 
their comrades who had gone 
there: and again returced, gives 
such a sad picture of famine, 
destruction, terror and lawless-

There hasbeer anoth¢r instance 
of Chinese urohina coming up be- 
fore the magistrate, charged with 
playing football in the streets, and 
being let off.
